Armed Robbery on 
100 Block of S. Lima

Monday, June 26, at around 9:30 p.m. there was an armed 
robbery on the 100 block of S. Lima. The survivor is former 
Sierra Madre resident, Andy Canzoneri. 

Because the case is under investigation, only mdimentary 
details may be imparted. After having dinner with a relative, 
Andy Canzoneri drove to his parents’ house on Lima. Whether 
or not the two masked assailants followed him from the res¬ 
taurant is unknown. They approached him in his parents’ 
driveway and asked if there was anybody inside the house, to 
which he replied that he did not know. The masked gunmen 
blindfolded Canzoneri and boldly entered the house, violat¬ 
ing the sanctuary of his childhood and the safety of the place 
that his parents call home.' They proceeded to ransack the 
house and amongst other things pillaged at least $6,000 in cash 
and silver coins. After this dreadful and most unfortunate act. 
Canzooeri called the police; Shetler and Ginter arrived on the 
scene. 

Andy Canzoneri is a former employee of the Sierra Madre 
Pool and is described by peers as “an all-American, all-around 
great guy”. He is faring well after the robbery. He says that 
during the incident he never really feared for his life but rather 
that he experienced a strong filing of anger and shattering 
sense of violation. He expresses a concern that people in town 
naively believe that they are removed from the crime and cor¬ 
ruption that runs rampant in the world. He wants people to 
know that even in our “quiet, sleepy town of Sierra Madre, 
terrible things like this can happen.” He hopes that people will 
be more aware of their surroundings and express more cau¬ 
tion — even in our Fbothill village. _

In 1906 the Pacific Electric street car line came to Sierra 
Madre. To advertise his mountain service Chantry started 
taking his burros to Kersting Ct. to meet the arriving street cars. 
As you can imagine, having these animals tethered on city 
streets created quite a problem in the heart of Sierra Madre. 

Quickly City Council passed a law forbidding the stand¬ 
ing of burros in that area. Undaunted, Chantry speedily built 
small wooden carts with wheels and placed the animals on the 
carts - thus claiming that the burros were no longer standing

In the June 15 issue of the Sierra Madre News, Publisher 
Michael De Wees told of making a trip to Chantry Flats - a 
trip which proved much too literal. He had a fltt fire. Not too 
happy a first time experience for visiting this oak-shaded 
recreation area. 

How did Chantry Flats get its name, anyway? Well the 
area is flat and it was named for Charles E. Chantry. Every¬ 
one called him Charlie. 

Chantry, along with such other names as Sturtevant, 
Strain, Roberts, Switzer, and Hoegee, were part of the col¬ 
orful past of our San Gabriel Mountains in the days when 
the area was covered with resorts and hiking trails. Chantry 
was the one I’ve always gotten a chuckle over. He was also 
someone hard to miss, tipping scales at over 250 pounds. 

He was bom in 1873 on a small Iowa farm. While still In 
his teens he was bitten by gold fever and stories of the Black 
Hills Gold Rush in the Dakotas and set out ttere to make his 
fortune. It proved no bonanza for him as he drifted from 
mining camp to mining camp. Finally after ten years he gave

jabbed and dug, I longed for the smooth, creamy-rich treat I 
remember from my early childhood days on the farm. 

Summer Sundays were when cousins would come to visit 
and we would have homemade ice cream. We had our own 
fresh cream and eggs. Usually we made vanilla and Mother 
would make her own chocolate syrup. If fruit was in season, 
we might have wild strawberry or peach or cherry. 

Dad would buy ice from the icehouse. In winter they cut 
big chunks of ice from the river and took them to the icehouse 
where they were stacked and covered with sawdust and straw 
to stay frozen for the summer. 

Mom would mix the ingredients and pour them into a 
metal canister. The lid had a paddle attached so that when it 
was in place, the paddle blades were also. The canister was 
then set down into the center of the wood, bucket-like outer 
part. Dad would pack ice in the space between the canister 
and the wood bucket, then he would place a bar with a handle 
across the top. It had gears that fastened to the canister lid 
and it clamped onto the bucket. Then Dad added rock salt to 
the ice and threw a burlap sack over the top to rest one hand 
on while cranking with the other. 

Everyone would take turns cranking, including the kids. 
In the beginning it was easy but as the ice cream began to 
“make”, it became harder and harder to turn the handle so 
Dad would take over again. Now we kids would take turns 
sitting on the freezer to keep it in place while he turned. When 
he said. “It’s ready!” we gathered around with our bowls for 
a treat that can only be experience, not described.

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It’s been awhile, hasn’t it bunkies? We have nearly fifteen 
hours of daylight but there never seems to be enough. You too, 
hungh? 

Do you miss me as much as I miss you? Sure, you say that 
to all the guys. During my regular visits I’ve run across many 
of you, but to those who seem to be yawing when I’m yewing, 
how ya doin’? Or, as my partner us^ to say, Ttow’s by you?” 

Today, we are just vegetating (if that’s the word). It’s nealy 
110 degrees out there. So it’s up in the morning when it’s cool, 
get work done, and slide into oblivion during the heat of the 
day. Usually, a nice cool breeze presents itself about 6:00 p.m., 
thank you very much. 

On my last visit someone asked me, “What’s life on the 
farm like?” Now, don’t get alarmed by my answfer, but I 
thought for a moment and said,.“There’s a lot of death going 
around. A lot of deer (there are many) seem to get creamed 
by cars...dogs chase down or dig for gophers and ground 
squirrels...cats just wait and pounce on the same (we have 
large male cau with appetites) and the vultures (there are 
many) wait for it all to happen.”

I now have a deer 
fence, two new male cats and an urge to visit my plants about 
twenty times a day.
